The claims were amended to require the heating of the battery device occurs under a 
uniformly pressured state. The claims did not previously require this limitation, and as such the 
amendment is not entered as the amended claims would require further serach and/or 
consideration. 

Regarding applicants arguments that the claims do not require a second/final sealing step 
and JP 01320769 applies to button-type batteries, Yamazaki et al. disclose a method of forming a 
gel electrolyte battery of the type claimed including heat sealing the battery device within an 
enclosure. JP 01320769 discloses a process of sealing an electrolyte battery device within an . 
enclosure including a first/initial sealing step of the battery device within the enclosure, a step of 
charging and discharging the battery device, and a second/final sealing step of the battery device 
within the enclosure, the process performed to prevent any gases that form during intial charging 
and discharging of the battery device from deforming the battery device and/or the enclosure or 
causing electrolyte leakage. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to modify the method of Yamazaki et al. to include a first/initial 
heat sealing step, a step of charging and discharging the battery device, and a second/final heat 
sealing step of the battery device within the enclosure as shown by JP 01320769 to prevent any 
gases that form during intial charging and discharging of the battery device from deforming the 
battery device and/or the enclosure or causing electrolyte leakage. 
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
